WASHINGTON, Sept. IT—The aver- 


age wages ,cer hour in the principal 
manufacturing and mercantile indus- 
tries of the country were 3.7 per cent 
higher in 1907 than in 1306. while re- 
tail prices of food were 4.2 per. cent, 
higher, according to the July report 
of the bureau of labor. 
The 
regular 


hours of labor per week were 
four- 


tenths of one per cent, lower, and the 
number of employes in establishments 
Investigated by the bureau showed an 
increase of 1 per cent. 


The purchasing power of an 
hour 


wage, as measured by food, was less 
in 1907 than in 1905. the decrease be- 
ing 1-2 of 1 per cent. 


The average prices of 29 of the 30 


articles included in the compilation of 
prices were higher in 1307 than 
in 


1906. The articles which showed the 
greatest advance in prices are Hour 8.9 
per cent.; butter S.O per cent.; evap- 
orated apples 7.S per cent.; 
milk 7.3 


per cent.; 
corn meal 
6.S per cent.; 


cheese 6.7 per cent., and potatoes 5.4 
per cent.

Mr. Bryan was accord- 


ed a great demonstration by his audi- 
ence. 
Bryan's Speech 


Mr. Bryan said In part: "Mr. Taft 


confesses that his arguments are not 
convincing when he attempts to intro- 
duce scares and to threaten the public 
with dire disaster if he IB not elected. 
A threat Is always an admission that 
argument and persuasion have not been 
effective. 
Measured by this test, Mr. 


Taft has already abandoned hope of 
convincing the public of the righteous- 
ness of his position. 


"On the labor questions he declares 


that our demands for a trial by jury 
in cases of indirect contempt 
is the 


most 'Insidious attack 
upon judicial 
system' In the history of the country

should it seem such an unlawful thing 
for a jury trial to be granted In a case 
of indirect contempt? When a man Is 
charged with violating an order of the 
court, It Is In the nature of a criminal 
charge and the 
safeguards 
thrown, 


around the accused In a criminal case 
ought to protect a person 
accused of 


contempt when the offence was com- 
mitted outside of the presence of the 
court and must be established by evi- 
dence. 


"The democratic party Is the defend- 


er of the judiciary,- and the, best way 
to defend it is to remove abuses likely 
to create a prejudice against a court in, 
tho minds of those who feel that injus- 
tice is done them.

Captain Daniel Moriarty. who 
was 


forty-six years old and probably known 
to more .steamship men and boatmen 
than any man in New York, was kill- 
ed within half a block of his home on 
the night of September 4. He 
had 


pone to a neighboring saloon and met 
some men there. He left early, saying 
lie was going right home. 


According to Mrs. Moriarty, she was 


sitting at a window, wailing for her 
husband, when she hoard loud talk in 
the street, anl distinguished her hus- 
hand's voice. 
Leaning out, she saw 


dim shadows as if in battle, and a. lit- 
tle? later her husband staggered up the 
stairs, bleeding. She asked him what 
the trouble was. and he said, "Noth- 
ing." Then he collapsed and died eight 
hours later of a hemorrhage of

brain, caused by a blow.

these are the policies of Mr. Roosevelt. 
Mr. Bryan concurs with 
him is of 


course to be cheerfully admitted. 


Cut these policies are of no account 


except as practically applied, and here: 
In lies a difference of the most vital 
Importance. Mr. Bryan would unques- 
tionably apply them 
uniformly 
arid 


impartially to all parties 
concerned. 


The Roosevelt Dlan on the other hand 
contemplates exceptions and discrimi- 
nations by the national executive in 
favor of the particular persons he hap- 
pens to befriend. 


An illustration of the Roosevelt poli- 


cies and their working under the' Roose- 
velt regime is furnished by the Sherman 
anti-trust law and Its enforcement. No 
one has the right to say, and no one can 
truthfully and properly say, that Mr. 
Bryan would not endeavor to execute 
that law against any and all offenders.
